The plan 
proved so ‘successtul over a 
thousand herds being accredited 
in a brief period—that @ decis- 
ion was arrived at to adopt the 
systemin Canada. Regulations 
were promulgdted whieh came 
inte torce in September, 1919, 
aud have proved gratifyingly 
successful, a number of herds 
having been aceredited,~ while 
many ‘others are under test. 


There is now an agreement) 


between this country and the 
United States that eattle from 
accredited herds may enter 
either way, with detention or 
test, Under the Municipal 
Tuberculosis Order, passed at} 
Ottawa some years ago, and 
the more recently adopted Ac- 
credited Plan, compensation is 
paid for animals officially 
slaughtered und the-owners are 
permitted under regulation to 
realize whatever they can from 
the sale of the varcass.

If you have 
served it with potatoes on Sunday, re-

hot water, This conserves the flavor 
and prevents the meat from becoming 
hard. Now make up a wicely sea- 
soned spaghetti and tomato sauce. 

Left-over roast beef may be made 
into a sayory stew with onions and 
potatoes. To camouflage the stew, 
place it in a baking dish and cover 
with’ a tender piecrust. Rub the 
toy over with yolk of egg diluted with 
This will give a beautiful 
shiny crust when baked.

Lamb and veal left from yesterday’s 
roast have. delightful possibili- 
ties.

The bone from a roast usually has 
some flavor left in it. And it should 
always be put into the soup kettle. A 
bone from a baked Virginia ham is 
a decided improvement to pea or bean 
or lentil soup. ° 

A roast smoked ham has 
seemed a good investment, even for 
a small family, because of the possi- 
bilities of its left-overs. Do you 
know that any of ‘the restaurants!

Such a tribute might justly be applicd 
to all classes in the province, for the legislative 
record of Alberta’s Liberal governments has been 
one of consistently upward progress, many of the 
enactments placed on the statue books having been 
adopted by other progressive governments of Canada 
and elsewhere, 


For Rural Districts 


Although the needs of urban commun- 
ities have been well-looked after, the Jegislation 
enacted for the special benefit of the rural parts 
of the province is of striking importance. The ap- 
propriation this year for roads, — bridges, anl 
ferries is over two and one-quarter millon dol- 
lars, making a total appropriation for that purpose 
in five years six and one-quarter million dollars. 
The province has been covered by a network of tele- 
phone lines, so that now even the most remote dis- 
tricts are in almost instant touch with populated 
centers. When unfavorable seasons were experienc- 
ed in certain portions of the province, the government 
did not hesitate, but paid out nearly one and one- 
quarter miilion dollars for seed grain, feed and other

protected under another act from unscrupulous ma- 
chinery and other contracts, A great deal of other 
and ‘similar legislation might be mentioned. The 
government in all its dealings has recognised that the 
future development of the province rests largely with 
the agricultural, live stock, and dairy interests, and 
has endeavored to encourage them to the full extent of 
its power. 


In the Interests of Women 


Alberta women are especially favored. 
Alberta was the first province in Canada to grant 
equal provincial and municipal suffrage. A mother 
has equal rights with the father in their children. 
Married women have full control of their own pro- 
perty. Women have a special interest in the ‘'Ex- 
emption from seizures ordinange,’’ which protects 
the family home from seizure under execution. A 
widow’s interest in her husband’s estate, despite pro- 
visions in a will to the contrary, is also protected. 
Other legislation bas been enacted for women, What 
more could a government have done for them? 


Helping Rural Schools 


The educational facilities in Alberta 
are ona high plane. In order to promote the effi- 
ciency and encourage the permanency of rural school 
teachers, the government pays one-third of the cost of 
building and furnishing the teachers’ home. Con- 
eolidated schools, where they are desired are aided by 
government grants. Where consolidation if impos- 
sible or is not desired, three times the usual grant is 
madeto two-room schools, so that educational facili- 
ties may be largely increased, » The educational 

- opportunity of the ehild in the ccuntry is now more 
nearly equal to that of the childin the town or city. 
by reason of special legislation providing for high 
school education in the rural districte, The govern- 
ment believes in providing adequate educational fa- 
cilities foreven the most remote districts, so that the 
childien of eettlers miles from a railroad or settle- 
ments may have a fair start in life.

Experimental issues of paper money 
in small denominations have not met 
the problem and have résulted only in 
general exasperation. 
This paper currency becomes rag- 
ged, and the Government decided to 
replace it by aluminum coins, It re- 
quires small moncy to the value of 
400,000,000 francs to meet the re- 
quirements of francs, however, and 
the mint has a maximum capacity of 
100,000,000 francs per year, 


Summer Storage of Coal. 

On the subject of storage of do- 
mestic coal during the summer it has 
been usual in England when coal was 
stored without shelter, that a wall 
was built of coal blocks around the 
central pile, and a coat of whitewash 
applied over all; and that this had the 
effect of preserving the coal from the 
action of the weather—lEdmonton 
Bulletin.

It is very amusing to see a couple 
of foreigners, or even home folks 
sometimes, waving and gesturing 
wildly with theirshands in an ordinary 
conversation, 

We don’t scem to consider that it 
is up to the hands to help with the 


}talk and do a little of the mouth’s 


work occasionally; the mouth certain- 


ily does enough work that belongs to 
t! the hands. 


From our earliest infancy to totter- 
ing old age we use the mouth as an 
amateur workshop, testing laboratory, 
carry-all, thread-cutter, pencil-sharp- 
ener, lubricator, wrench, vise, weap- 
on of offense and defense—and for 
unnumbered other duties in addition 
to its proper work. 

In fact the mouth is commonly 
used as a third hand. 

This means an enormous amount of 
wear and tear—upon the teeth, gums 
and jaws—that does not come from 
chewing alone. 

Almost everything that is put into 

the mouth has infection of some kind 
upon it. 
“The very fact that we suffer so lit- 
tle from this overuse of the mouth 
shows that the saliva must be a germ 
killer to a very considerable extent 
but the saliva does not always protect 
us from infection from these outside 
sources, 

Many very serious conditions arise 
from the “third hand” use of the 
mouth. In addition to infection the 
unreasonable strain upon the teeth 
often breaks the enamel and occasion- 
ally breaks off whole teeth, fillings 
are loosened, decay is encouraged and 
the irritation to the lips, checks, gums 
and tongue favors cancer. 

The habit of biting threads instead 
of cutting them causes a chronic in- 
flammation of the membrane that 
covers the roots of the teeth and will 
cause the loss of the teeth. It is 
much more comfortable—and cheaper 
—to buy scissors.

mist for any length of time. The 
known and undeveloped resources are 
sufficient to enstire future prosperity. 

New Issue of Stock, 

“As memioned in last year’s report 
a further issue of $2,100,000 of new 
stock was made, making the pdid-up 
capital of the bank $10,500,000, and by 
the transfer of the premium on the

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Berlin Buying Gold 
Banks and Post Office Are Empower- 
ed to Search World. 

The Reichs Bank and the post office 
have been empowered to buy gold of 
all kinds in the world’s markets, in or- 
der to increase the gold reserves and 


facilitate reparation payments without 
disturbing the basis of paper currency. 
They are paying 260 paper marks for 
two gold marks, and for one kilo of 
fine gold 5,700 marks. 

There willbe a new rate each 
week, according to outside currency 
prices. The Government imposes a 
tax of. 10 per cent. on all sales ex- 
cept those of gold. By a law of 
April 28, barter of gold within Ger- 
many is prohibited, and also gold 
export. Only the Government may 


| buy gold, but there are special official 


concessions to jewelers.

What is an inch of rain? The 
weather man has instruments for very 
accurate measurements of it, just as 
he measures the snowfall, the sun- 
shine and the direction and velocity 
of the wind, to say nothing of the rise 
and fall of the temperature. An acre 
is composed of 6,272,640 square 
inches, and if there was an inch of 
water on it that would amount to 
6,272,640 cubic inches. There are 227 
cubic inches in a gallon, so that 6,- 
272,640 cubic inches equals 22,000 gal- 
lons, and that much water would 
weigh 220,000 pounds, or 110 tons. 
It figures out, then, that an inch of

The annual meeting of the Mer- 
chants Bank of Canada brought out 
expressions of opinion from the 
president and general manager which 
cannot but have a good effect 
upon commercial sentiment in Can- 
dda. In these opinions was much of 
warning to industry to go carefully 
until difficulties in the way of com- 
plete recovery have been overcome. 
At the same time, a strong note of 
optimism ran through the official re- 
marks, the effect of which is all the 
more encouraging by reason of the 
recognition that these remarks were 
carefully considered and prepared 
with the knowledge that they would 
go on record and have an important 
bearing upon the action of the com- 
munity, 

From Sir Montague Allan, prési- 
dent of the Bank, came the view that 
the low point of the depression has 
been passed. 

This is a crucial point. From time 
to time the hope that the worst is be- 
hind has been indulged and acted 
upon with unfortunate results, Mat- 
ters, instead of improving, became 
worse and those who made their cém- 
mitments in the belief that the road 
had been cleared, came to gtief. 

Sir Montagu expressed the view 
that there will soon be a change for 
the better. While expressing confi- 
dence in the future prosperity of the 
country, he took occasion to advise 
they customers of the Bank to exer- 
cise much caution in making new 
commitments, at the same time mak- 
ing allusion to the coal strike in 
England and the unrest and discon- 
tent in Europe and the serious finan- 
cial problems arising therefrom. 

He concluded this portion of his 

address by declaring that, with the

_ D. C. Macarow, the general man- 
ager, after alluding to several par- 
ticulars of the financial statement 
for the past year, passed on td the dis- 
cussion of. general conditions.
